Increased Fifty Dollars aid That of City 


Marshal One Hundred and Twen- 


tyDollars. 


At the meeting, of city council 


Tuesday evening the matter of salary 
came up in connection with the repas- 
sige of the ordinances' relating to the 
city solicitor, plerk, night police, mar- 
shal and' street commissioner. 
The 


ordinance creating the office of city 
solicitor and fixing his compensation 
was amended, before its passage, mak- 
ing the compensation 8300 a year in- 
stead of $500 as was originally Incorpor- 
ated in the ordinance and providing 
for the election in April, 1901, instead 
of April, 1902, and biennially thereaf- 
ter. The amendment ;was moved by 
Mr. Timmons and passed without dis- 
cussion. 


When the ordinance creating the 


office of street commissioner was read 
Mr. Titnmons said he had 
under- 


stood the street commissioner was al- 
ready provided for by the statutes. 
The solicitor answered that the stat- 
utes gave council the right to create 
the office and it" they did not do it 
they would have no such office.^ 


"What i| the matter with ->the old 


ordinance?" asked some one. 


"The records do not show the three 


readings or any vote on the ordi- 
nance," replied the solicitor. The or- 
dinance was passed without further 
discussion. - 


An ordinance defining the duties 


and fixing the compensation of the 
street commissioner caused but little 
discussion except that Mr. Timmons 
wanted to amend it making the com- 
pensation a monthly salary instead of 
$2 a day. After some little discussion 
the ordinance passed in its original 
form. Before its passage, however, 
Mr. Merrell wanted to know if the 
two ordinances could not be incorpor- 
ated in one. 


The^.ordinance fixing, the salary, 


bond and duties of the city clerk was 
passed without discussson by suspen- 
sion of the rules as was the ordinance 
axing the bond, duties and salary of 
the marshal. 
The salary of the 


clerk was fixed at .$250 
a " year 


and that of the marshal at $600. The 
salary of the city marshal has been 
8480 a year or $40 a month. 


'.the' ordinance relating to the ap- 


pointment of night police and provid- 
ing for their compensation at '$40 a 
month was to have its .third reading 
and passage but some discussion came 
up and it was laid over until the 
next meeting. 


Joe L. McDowell asked to be heard 


on this subject." 
He said: "On be- 


half of the night police and unsolic- 
ited by'them I want to make a state- 
ment. I have seen several prominent 
business men and they say the night 
men ought to hsve -more money. I 
am not in opposition to what the chief 
of police gets but the night police are 
not getting what they deserve. 
We 


have as good police protection as any 
place in the state. 
The Dresden 


police get $49.75 a month and Dres- 
den only has a populationtif 1900. We 
surely can afford to. pay more. 
The 


men deserve it." 
All members of 


council seemed to think $40 a month 
was sufficient. 
The ordinance was 


laid over because some of the provi- 
sions regulating the officers' duties 
were not clearly drawn. Those clauses 
will be redrafted and the ordinance 
passed at ttie next meeting. 


An ordinance authorizing the con- 


struction of a water works in the city 
was passed and Mr. Merrell ask*d if it 
was necessary to go over all those old 
ordinances and repass them. "I think 
we ought avoid all this expense if pos- 
sible." .Solicitor Voprhees said the 
old records did not show anything 
sTbyut these ordinances and if the 
council wanted to be sure they were 
all right the only way was to repass 
them. 


James McKee asked for a right of 


way over the sidewalk into his lot 
near city hall. The matter was refer- 
red to the street committee with 
power to act. 


Other ordinances were passed as fol- 


lows: An ordinance regulating the 
city prison: an ordinance providing for 
trial by jury and the method of select- 
ing the jury; an ordinance accepting 
the application for annexation of con- 
tinuous territory; an ordinance relat- 
ing to the lariat of sidewalk.

•'The Dresden route will give mail 


to 140 families, including nearly all 
who would be reached by the Waka- 
tomika route. 
Should the contem- 


plated Dresden route be cut in two, 
as would be the case, if the Waka- 
tomika route should prevail, it will 
result In the establishment of one 
other route, if not two, to accom- 
modate 
the 
families 
thus 
cut 


oft. 
This will add much unnecessary 


expense and botber which would 
be obviated entirely should the Dres- 
den route prevail. 


"Wakatomaka is only a railroad 


mail point in name as the mail is car- 
ried on freight trains and is always 
late from five minutes to five hours 
(more often the latter) and sometimes 
does not get in until one day late- 
The Dresden route, as is contemplat- 
ed by congress, takes^in the families 
most remote from any postofflce. It 
also intersects 
other routes 
in 


such a manner as to cover all the fam- 
ilies remote from postoffices. 
The 


families left out of the Dresden sched- 
ule are families who can go to the 
postofflce and get their mail quicker 
than the free delivery carrier can 
bring it to them. 


"It is true the Wakatomaka post- 


offlce will be .somewhat crippled' by 
the Dresden route' but more people 
will be put in daily communication 
with the outside world. In the Dres- 
den proposition, no one who advocates 
the route will be financially benefitted 
while many 
will be socially the

Mlnluter Conger Instructed to Com- 


municate to the Representatives of 
the Powers the Disapproval of the 
United States of W aUiersee's Pro- 
posed Kuterprlse. 
Peking, Feb. 20.—Prince Ching and 


Li Hung Chang have received a tele- 
gram which virtually means that the 
Chinese will comply with all the de- 
mands of the powers, although they 
still desire information of a few minor 
details. The foreign envoys look for- 
ward confidently to absolute compli 
ance by Thursday at the latest. 
Prince Ching and 
Li Hung Chang 


have been greatly worried by the 
preparations for the expedition into 
the interior, and they, have strongly 
urged the court to yield, pointing out 
that otherwise the dismemberment of 
the empire was probable. 


General Yoyron, the French com- 


mander, is -willing to serve under 
Count Von Waldersee in the expedi- 
tion. 
Difficulties 
of transport 
and 


commissariat are likely to be experi- 
enced in the provinces of Shan Si and 
Shens Si, both of which are 
afflicted 


with famine. 
It is reported that a 


large Chinese army is preparing to 
meet the foreign advance.- 
. 


Even if the empress dowager yields 


on the punishment question, it is de- 
sirable that the expedition 
should 


bring the, emperor back and detain 
him until the demands of the powers 
are satisfied. The settlement will be 
facilitated if the emperor is removed 
from the possibility of annoyance by 
the faction of the empress dowager. 


Instructions to Conger. 


Washington; Feb. 20.—Minister 


Conger; has -been instructed by cable 
to communicate to the foreign minis- 
ters at Peking the feeling of 
the 


United States government that fur- 
ther hostile expeditions should not be 
indulged in at this time. This action 
was t^ken by the state department 
after the cabinet discussion had de- 
veloped the attitude of the adminis- 
tration. It is understood that this 
course was .regarded as best, since it 
left room for another appeal to the 
powers directly through their foreign 
officers : in case Mr. Conger's efforts 
are futile. The note is said to be in 
:perfect ;accord with" the. policy 
al- 


ready developed, and .to make mani- 
fest the deep conviction of the United 
States government that these pro- 
posed hostile expeditions are in viola- 
tion of the rights of the individual 
parties to the peace negotiations. 


Not a Large Expedition. , 


Berlin, Feb. 20.—The National Zei 


tung and other inspired papers asseri 
that Field Marshal Count Von Wal- 
dersee has no intention of embarking 
on a large expedition into the inte- 
rior of China: but they say that the 
Chinese will find strong forces ready 
to act if they continue to procrasti 
nate. Von Waldersee's sphere of ac 
tion, it is pointed out, is limited to 
the province of Chi Li. 


To Control Chinese Commerce. 
London', Feb. 20.—A Brussels corre 


spondent describes a trust formed b> 
leading financial houses in Europe and 
the United States through the instr,u 
mentality: of Colonel Thys, with 
view of controlling all the commerce 
of China. He declares that the king 
of the Belgians is the secret promoter 
of this gigantic undertaking, which 
will be called the International Com 
pany of the Far East.
